Stephan Peregrine certainly deserves to be in the ten 
somewhere.

Mark 
Moore showed promise with “Scavengers”. What happened? 

And a short note on behalf of Concerned Citizens For More Pat 
Kelley. When are you going to relocate “M.E.I.” to Furrlough or another 
title? I appreciate that he can keep quite busy with other things, but it isn’t fair 
to keep us and the characters hanging like that. Then again, Tales of the 
Fehnnik wasn’t quite what I was expecting, but I would happily buy the 
sequel they have left themselves open to do.
